Lagunitas set for 
summer opening

Chicago craft beer fans who follow Lagunitas 
founder Tony Magee’s Twitter @LagunitasT) 
have had a pretty clear view of the back-and- 
forth between the brewery and the city. 

Since announcing plans in April to open a 
tap room and production brewery in Chicago, 
Lagunitas has been working with the city to 
ensure that the Douglas Park facility, a former 
steel distribution warehouse, would be up to 
fire code. 

As Magee found out, morphing the 1970s 
building into a sleek and safe brewery was go- 
ing to take some work. 

“Building anything is like a form of war. 
You make the best possible plan, then tear 
it up once the real fighting begins ...” Magee 
tweeted Feb. 18. 

But now that he’s resolved fire code issues, 
mostly having to do with sprinklers, Magee 


expects to have the tap room open by June, 
with the brewery fully operational by Octo- 
ber. 

And as for his relationship with the city? 
There were never any hard feelings. 

“It was the good kind of back-and-forth,” 
Magee said. “In the past few months, there’s 
been a number of high-profile fires in the city. 
That raises a lot of attention.” 

With all systems go, Magee and his team 
look forward to the tap room’s summer open- 
ing. The pub will be located in the center of 
the massive warehouse, which has ceilings 
that rise to more than 50 feet, and its win- 
dows will offer views of the brewing process 
that will begin there in the fall. 

An Arlington Heights, Il. native who later 
moved to California, Magee is enthusiastic 
about his return to the Midwest. And yes, 
even his tweets are more upbeat these days.

Director Erica Weiss isn’t 
scared to admit her new 
play freaks her out

“Believe it or not, 
the play terrifies 
me,” director 
Erica Weiss said. 
“Tt’s the furthest 
out of my com- 
fort zone I could 
have stretched,” 

She’s referring to 
“Vigils,” the whimsical dramedy by Detroit 
playwright Noah Haidle that she’s directing 
for The Gift Theatre, opening Thursday. It’s 
about a young widow who struggles with 
memories of her firefighter husband when 
the opportunity for new love arrives. 

Weiss arrived in Chicago from Denver 
in 2001 to study theater at DePaul. Upon 
graduation, she founded the former Hypatia 
Theatre Company and now is the associ- 
ate artistic director of Route 66 Theatre 
Company, where she co-created and directed 
the 2011 hit production, “A Twist of Water,” 
which then moved off-Broadway. We called 
Weiss during tech rehearsals to find out more 
about her collaboration with The Gift on 
“Vigils.” 


If the play terrifies you, what led you to ac- 
cept the challenge of directing it? 

What really attracted me there was the op- 
portunity to do something that I never would 
have picked up and said, “This is a project 
for me.” The work that I have been doing 
has been much more realistic, much more 
grounded storytelling, and “Vigils” is a little 
bit poetic, a little bit whimsical and has a lot 
of aspects of memory and fantasy elements ... 
that I just haven't played with. But can I take 
what I know I do well and my ability to listen 
to a play ... and really stretch myself with this 
show? We’ve always got to be on stage telling 
a story and living a kind of truth no matter 
how magical the story gets, no matter how 
many mystical or dream-like or memory-like 
places it goes—we have to keep it grounded 
somehow. And I think that’s what The Gift 
does and that’s what I do. 


How did you come to be associated with 
“Vigils?” 
I have been a longtime admirer of The Gift

and Mike ... said, “Can’t do that show. But 
Ihave this other show; I think it’s really 
beautiful.

And I said yes 
because I’d been wanting to work with The 
Gift for a long time and it’s a really unique 
opportunity to get offered a show that you 
didn’t necessarily bring to the table. 


What was a turning point for you asa 
theater professional?

Route 66 Theatre did in 2011. There’s a real 
before and after in my career picture—that 
was the first time I directed an Equity show 
and it was the first time that my longtime 
collaborator and I had gotten the chance to 
really showcase our work in a fairly high- 
profile way. They took a big chance on us, a 
big leap of faith. ... [“A Twist of Water”} took 
me all the way to my New York debut when 
we transferred it off-Broadway. I couldn’t say 
enough about how much one opportunity to 
do one show can really change your life. 


What other Chicago plays do you 
recommend? 

I just saw “The Aliens” at A Red Orchid 
Theatre and that is far and away my favorite 
thing I’ve seen all year. I’m really excited to 
see the Garage Rep shows at Steppenwolf. 
And I’m really excited to see “Julius Caesar” 
at Chicago Shakes[peare]}, where I worked

a couple times. It’s on a completely differ- 
ent scale, but it looks like one of the most 
extraordinary uses of space that they’ve ever 
done. 


What's next for you? 

I’m working with Bailiwick, directing the 
world premiere of “Mahal,” by Danny Ber- 
nardo—he’s an ensemble playwright there— 
in the summer at Stage 773. It’s a comedy- 
drama about a Filipino family and some of 
the dialogue is even in Tagalog. And I have 
zero frame of reference because I have no 
Filipino family and no background in the cul- 
ture. In order to get it to translate to a wider 
audience, you need to make sure that you’re 
being as specific as possible and honoring it 
correctly, but making sure that the storytell- 
ing is always working in a way that can be 
universal. I think that’s what I’m there to do.

three funny, creative 
episodes I’ve had the chance to watch. 

For those of you who aren't already fans, 
“Psych” follows the hilarious exploits of fake 
psychic Shawn Spencer James Roday, from 
far right) and his pal, Burton “Gus” Guster 
(Dule Hill), who do investigative work for 
the Santa Barbara Police Department. Det. 
Carlton Lassiter (Timothy Omundson), 
whom they call Lassie, can’t stand the pair. 
Shawn’s girlfriend, Det. Juliet O'Hara (Mag- 
gie Lawson), often finds herself trying to get 
them out of trouble with Lassie and her boss, 
Karen Vick (Kirsten Nelson). 

In “Santabarbaratown 2, Lethal Weapon 5,” 
we finally learn the fate of Shawn’s former- 
cop father, Henry (Corbin Bernsen), who was 
shot at the end of last season. The episode 
features some “Psych” favorites:

Coroner Woody (Kurt Fuller) keeps popping 
up with body bags. 

Shawn hasn't stopped coming up with pseud- 
onyms for himself and Gus. “Satchel Gizmo” 
and “Soupcan Flynn” sneak into a rifle range 
wearing the worst disguises. 

Shawn crashes Gus’ beloved blue Echo, which 
he calls “The Blueberry,” so Gus gets a loaner 
he names “The Cranberry.” Yes, it’s red. 


Those are just a few examples of the first 
episode’s gags —and it’s not even the best of 
the three I’ve seen. I would rank it “good,” 
while the March 6 episode “Juliet Takes a 
Luvvah” would be “better” and the March 
13 episode, “Lassie Jerky,” would be “best.” 
That episode, guest starring the WWE's Big 
Show, spoofs “found-footage” movies such as 
“Paranormal Activity” and “The Blair Witch 
Project” and probably is one of the best of 
the series.
